Scales, Mites, Woolly Aphis—Red Oil; 20 Tablespoons or 
3 a pint; Winter. 


Lichen Moss—Lime Sulphur; 40 Tablespoons or 1 Pint; 
10 days before Winter spray. 


Black Spot, Mildew—Thiram; 1 Level Tablespoon; 21 day 
intervals. 


Codling Moth—Arsenate of Lead; 1 Level Tablespoon; from 
Petal Fall at 21 day intervals. 


Red Mite “Summer ”—White Oil; 3 Tablespoons; at first 
signs. 
PEARS—The same sprays as for Apples except for: 
Pear Midge—D.D.T. Spray 50; 4 Teaspoons; Early green tip. 


Pear Leech—Arsenate of Lead; 4 Teaspoons; mid-December. 
QUINCES—The same sprays as for Apples and Pears. 


PEACHES and NECTARINES— 


Scales, Mites—Lime Sulphur; 4 Pint; June to August. 
Winter Oil; + Pint; 10 days after Lime Sulph. 


Leaf Curl, Brown Rot, Die-Back—Thriam; 1 Tablespoon; 
When Pink Bud is showing partly open. 


BLACK and RED CURRANTS— 


San Jose Scale—Lime Sulphur; 4 Pint; June to August. 
Winter Red Oil; 4+ Pint; 10 days after Sulph. 


RASPBERRIES— 


Red Mites—Lime Sulphur; 4 Pint; June to August. 
Winter Red Oil; + Pint; 10 days after Sulph. 


GOOSEBERRIES— 


Green Aphides—Nexa 16% Wettable Powder; 1 Tablespoon; 
when Aphides appear.

FLOWERING SHRUBS and OTHER PLANTS— 


Black Aphis—16% Nexa; as soon as Aphis appears. 7 day 
intervals.

Are all subject to Scale and Black Smut—Summer Spraying 
Oil “White”: 3 Tablespoons; Spray three or more 
times per year, on dull days. 


ROSES— 


Aphis and Leaf Roller Grub—16% Nexa; 1 Tablespoon; when 
Aphis appears, then at intervals to keep under control 
as Aphis malforms blooms and leaves. 


Mildew, Spot and Rust—Thiram and Nexa can be used 
together at same quantities, 1 Tablespoon; spray early 
as prevention is better than cure. 


ALL SHRUBS, FENCES and TREES— 


Leaf Roller Grub—16% Nexa or Arsenate of Lead; 1 Table- 
spoon; from November on. 


FOUR IMPORTANT INSTRUCTIONS WHEN 
SPRAYING 


1. Spray all Evergreen Shrubs on dull days. 
2. For Winter spraying, sunny days. 


3. Do not put off spraying as Pests and Diseases spread quickly 
and prevention is better than cure. Left too late there is 
less chance of success. 


4. Last but not least, clean all Spraying Equipment and store 
Spriys out of children’s reach.
